May it please your Excellency, 

We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, submit to 
jour Excellency this our Fifteenth Annual Report under the 
statute 35 & 36 Vic., cap. 69, entitled “The Local Government 
Board (Ireland) Act, 1872,” relating to our proceedings up to 
the 31st March, 1887. 

Poor Relief. 

1. We submit, in the first place, in continuation of similar 
returns in previous Annual Reports, summaries of weekly returns 
showing the number of persons in receipt of relief, in the work- 
houses and out of the workhouses, at the close of each of the fifty- 
two weeks from the week ended 6th February, 1886, to the week 
ended 29th January, 1887, both inclusive \ and we annex two 
diagrams,* in illustration of these and previous returns, showing 
the fluctuations which have occuired from week to week in the 
number of workhouse inmates and the number of persons in 
receipt of out-door relief, respectively, during the year terminated 
on the latter date and each of the six preceding years.

3. In our last Annual Report we drew attention to the fact 
that there was a decrease in the average daily number of persons 
relieved in the workhouses in the year ended January, 1886 as 
compared with the number so relieved in the preceding year ’ 
We have now to report that the returns for the^year iust 
ended show a further decline in the average daily number of 
persons relieved in the workhouses. Your Excellency will ob- 
serve that the average daily number of persons who received 
in-door relief in the year 1886-7 is less than the number so 
relieved in any of the other years included in the above table 
There has been an increase of 19,276 persons in the average daily 
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number afforded relief out of the workhouses, but this increase 
was mainly due to the operation of the Poor Belief Act of last year, 
referred to hereafter, under which out relief was afforded to large 
numbers of persons during fifteen weeks of the year, viz., from the 
week ended 24th April to the week ended 31st July. The 
number of cases and persons in receipt of relief under that Act 
at the close of each of those weeks is shown in the Table on 
page 3. 

In paragraph 5 of our previous annual report we mentioned 
that we had received very unfavourable reports of the condition 
of the poor in many parts of Ireland, and that the returns for the 
months of February and March, 1886 (which may now be seen 
at page 3 of this report) indicated unusual distress. The Poor 
Relief Bill, which was introduced with the view of meeting the 
distress then existing by relaxing temporarily the provisions of 
the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act respecting the administra- 
tion of out-door relief, received the Royal assent on the 10th May, 
1886, and enabled us, by Order under seal, to authorize the 
Guardians of any Union in Ireland to administer relief in food or 
fuel out of the workhouse for a limited time, and subject to cer- 
tain conditions to be specified in our Order, to poor persons 
whether such persons might, under the Acts for the relief of the 
destitute poor in Ireland, have obtained relief out of the work- 
house or not. The Act further provided that free grants, amounting 
in all to £20,000, might be made to certain poor Unions named 
in the schedule to the Act to aid in defraying the cost of the ex- 
ceptional relief so afforded. The Unions named were Belmullet, 
Clifden, Galway, Oughterard, Swineford, and Westport. 

When authorizing the Guardians to afford such out-door rebel 
as might be necessary to meet the exceptional distress prevailing, 
we endeavoured to impress upon them the importance of exercising 
due care and discrimination in the selection of persons as objects 
for relief, and we print in the appendix to this report copies of 
instructional letters* which were issued by us for the guidance of 
the Boards of Guardians engaged in the administration of relief 
under the provisions of the Act, but, as observed above, the 
numbers relieved were very large, and the grant provided by the 
Act did not meet the expenditure incurred. 

The following table shows the amount of expenditure incurred 
under the Act in each of the scheduled Unions, and the propor- 
tion of the free grant allowed to assist in defraying the expendi- 
ture in each case.

On the 3rd November last Your Excellency was pleased to 
issue a Warrant appointing Mr. C. T. Redington and Mr. H. A. 
Robinson to be Commissioners to inquire into the financial 
condition of the Unions named, and the manner in which the 
Poor Relief Act was administered by the Boards of Guardians of 
those Unions. As we understand that these gentlemen have 
presented their report to Your Excellency we do not consider it 
necessary to advert further to the subject here, beyond stating 
that, notwithstanding all the efforts we made to cause the excep- 
tional relief to be judiciously dispensed, the duties of the Boards 
of Guardians of most of the Unions referred to were performed, in 
regard to the administration of that relief, in a very lax, extrava- 
gant, and inefficient manner, and that very grave abuses were 
allowed to prevail. The Table on page 3 shows that in one week 
(that ended the 22nd of May), the number of persons relieved 
under the Poor Relief Act by the Boards of Guardians of the six 
Unions in question came up to 95,754, which was about 48 per 
cent, of the population of the district.

Your Excellency will observe that there was a considerable 
increase in the number of night-lodgers relieved last year as 
compared with the preceding year; we called for reports from 
our Inspectors as to the cause of this increase in localities where 
it principally took place, and we find that it was attributable, in 
a great measure, to applications for temporary relief in the work- 
houses from labourers and artisans who, in consequence of the 
want of employment in agricultural districts and the depression in 
trade, were travelling about the country seeking for employment.

The total number of deaths in the workhouses in the fifty-two 
weeks comprised in the table has been 10,694. In the corre- 
sponding table in the last Annual Report the total number of 
deaths was 10,925, so that there has been a decrease of 231 
deaths as compared with the number in the previous year. 

Deaths by fever were 346, as against 371 ; by lung disease, 
1,848, as against 1,997 ; and there was only 1 death by small-pox, 
as against 2 in the previous year. 

Orphans and Deserted Children. 

10. The number of orphans and deserted children out at nurse 
from the workhouses in Ireland, under the provisions of the Act 
39 and 40 Vic., c.

Amalgamation of Unions. 

12. In our last annual report we mentioned that we had before 
us an application from the Board of Guardians of the Donaghmoi e 
Union for the dissolution of that Union and the amalgamation of 
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Amalgamation of Unions. 


the Electoral Divisions comprised therein with adjoining Unions, 
and we have now to report that we have acceded to the request 
of the guardians, and by Orders* under seal, bearing date the 
thirteenth day of August, 1886, declared that the Union should 
be dissolved from and after the 30th September last, and that the 
Electoral Divisions included therein should be added to the ad- 
joining Unions of Abbeyleix, Roscrea, and Urlingford. 

The Donaghmore Union was formed in the year 1850, in 
accordance with a recommendation contained in the report 
of the Poor Law Boundary (Ireland) Commission, and was taken 
almost entirely from the Unions of Roscrea and Abbeyleix, a 
very small portion— part of one Electoral Division only— having 
been taken from the Mountmeliek Union. The Union consisted 
of thirteen Electoral Divisions, and upon its dissolution seven 
Electoral Divisions were added to Roscrea Union, five to 
Abbeyleix, and one to Urlingford. 

Dissolution of a Boaed of Guardians. 

13. During the past year we deemed it necessary, in pursuance 
of the powers vested in us by the 18th Section of the Irish Pool- 
Relief Extension Act, to dissolve the Board of Guardians of the 
New Ross Union, and to appoint paid officers to carry into 
execution the provisions of the Poor Law Acts in that Union. 
The letter assigning our reason for this step will be found in the 
Appendix.)

From the above table it will be seen that there has been a 
decrease of £25,694 in the expenditure incurred for “in-mainten- 
ance and clothing, ” while there has been an increase of 40,422 
in the number of persons who received relief in Workhouses.

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Seed Supply. 

Hence it will be seen that while the total expenditure ot Poor 
Rates for poor relief, medical relief, burial-grounds, sanitary 
measures, superannuation, payments under the Contagious Diseases 
(Animals) Act, payments under the National School Teachers 
Act, and all other purposes, was, in 1885, £1,258,465, the 
expenditure in 1886 was £1,360,597. 

Seed Supply Act. 

1 7. In our last report we referred to the arrangement sanctioned 
by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury for the 
payment of the balance of the amount of the loan obtained by 
Boards of Guardians under the Seed Supply Act. On the 5th 
of February, 1886, this balance was, as stated in the report, 
£62,051 Os. 8 d., and remained due by the Guardians of forty- 
five Unions situated principally in the poorest parts of Ireland. 
Ihe arrangement referred to provided that if the Guardians of 
these Unions paid over to the Commissioners of Public Works 
on or before the 1st of May, 1886, all the money collected by 
them from the purchasers of seed the Commissioners would not 
press for the remainder of the debt until the 1st of April, 1887. 

We ascertained at the time mentioned that to comply with 
this condition the Boards of Guardians of thirty-three Unions 
should remit to the Commissioners about £27,962, and we learn 
that of this sum about £19,055 was paid up to the 5th of 
February last, the Guardians of a few Unions having failed, 
through want of funds, to lodge the remainder; measures are, 
however, now in progress to enforce payment of this balance, 
together with the seed rate collected by the Guardians during 
the last year. ° 

As mentioned in former reports, the amount advanced to 
boards of Guardians in the year 1880, after crediting the Unions 
with the sums refunded, was £598,306 10s. 9d; up to the 5th 
a!!? 8 ? last £555,310 8s. lOd had been paid, leaving only

Public Health. 

29. Our report upon Public Health is continued from the last 
Annual Report. Details were given therein of the operations in 
regard to sewerage and water-supply under the provisions of the 
Public Health Act, 1878, in continuation of the detail of pro- 
ceedings under the Act of 1874; the extent of those operations is 
still in some degree measured in Rural Sanitary Districts by the 
number of the Orders under seal fixing the area of charge for 
each such operation, together with the loans borrowed for these 
purposes through the Public Works Commissioners. 

In the year 1S75-7G the number of such Orders was 79 ; in 
1876-77 it was 89 ; in 1877-78 it was 122 ; in 1878-79 it was 
117 • in 1879-80 it was 126 ; in 1880-81 it was 103 ; in 1881-82 
it was 79; in 1882-83 it was 83, in 1883-84 it was 79, in 
1884-85 it was 102, and in 1885-86 it was 87. From 2oth 
March, 1886, to the 25th March, 1887, the number of additional 
Orders has been 74, issued to 46 different unions. 

On the whole, therefore, 1,140 Orders fixing areas of charge for 
sewerage or water-supply, or both, have been issued during the 
last twelve years. 

The preceding statements relate to Rural Sanitary Districts, 
in regard to all of which, except two, area of charge Orders 
have Toeen issued. In Urban Districts all sanitary expenses are 
chargeable upon funds levied from the whole district.

This expenditure, which is independent of disbursements from 
the current rates for the same purposes, relates mainly to the cost 
of structural works for water-supply and sewerage. 

Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act, 1886. 

3 1 Under Section 9 of the above mentioned Act the powers pre- 
viously vested in the Privy Council of making general or special 
Orders under Section 34 of the Contagious Diseases (Animals) 
Act 1878, for the purposes mentioned in that section were trans- 
ferred to us. The following are the purposes for which such 
Orders may "be made : — 

(i.) For the registration with the local authority of all persons carrying on 
the trade of cowkeepers, dairymen, or purveyors of milk. 

(ii.) For the inspection of cattle in dairies, and for prescribing and regu- 
lating the lighting, ventilation, cleansing, drainage, and water supply of dairies 
and cow-sheds in the occupation of persons following the trade of cowkeepers or 

' (in.) For securing the cleanliness of milk-stores, milk-shops, and of milk- 

vesseis used for containing milk for sale by such persons. . . 

(iv.) For prescribing precautions to be taken for protecting milk against 
infection or contamination. . . 

(v.) For authorising a local authority to make regulations for the purposes 
aforesaid, or any of them, subject to such conditions, if any, as the Privy Counci 
prescribe.

, P^ rsuance powers thus conferred upon us we have 

issued Orders bearing date, respectively, the 7th of July, the 27th 
of August, and the 17th of December last, copies of which are 
contained in the Appendix.* 

Labourers Acts. 

32. In paragraph lo of our last Annual Report we gave an 
account of _cbe operations under these Acts. At that time the 
Act of 1885 — in anticipation of which Sanitary Authorities had 
more or less suspended proceedings— was not sufficiently W in 
force to admit of any Improvement Schemes under it beino- fully 
dealt with, but numerous petitions for confirmation of such 
Schemes were being presented to the Board. 

The Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1886, which received the Royal 
Assent on the 25th June last, made some further amendments in 
the law : sites proposed to be taken compulsorily must now in 
all cases adjoin a public road ; sites selected or authorised may be 
changed on certain conditions ; sanitary authorities are empowered 
to enter on lands for the purpose of obtaining materials to be used 
in the construction of the cottages ; labourers may be put into 
temporary possession of the plots pending the completion of the 
houses ; and there are some other clauses relating to the definitions 
of the terms “ agricultural labourer ” and “ home-farm,” to the 
duties and remuneration of sanitary officers, and to the acquisition 
of lands for allotments to the occupants of existing cottao-es By 
Section 11 it is provided that the Local Government Board may 
from time to time, prescribe forms to be used for the purposes of 
the Acts, and we have exercised the power thus conferred upon 
us and have made an Order prescribing certain forms accordingly 
Copies of the Order and Schedule of 1’orms will be found in°the 
Appendix.t 

We now proceed to give statistics of the work done. The 
following Table gives particulars in regard to the Unions in which 
Provisional Orders have been made since the inception of the 
Acts up to the 31st March, 1887 : —

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From this it will be seen that of 12,090 houses proposed 
hv sanitary authorities we authorised them to provide 7,o22, 
that about 38 per cent, of the houses con- 
templated were rejected by us after Local Inquiries had been held 
by our Inspectors. 

To carry the Schemes thus authorised into effect Sanitary 
Authorities require Loans; the average cost per house and 
allotment is about £100, and the total expenditure mresp, ect ot

Following the course adopted in our last Report, we no\ 
give Tables showing, respectively, what has been done by 
Sanitary Authorities under Improvement Schemes authorised 
and wliat is proposed to be done under new Improvement 
Schemes, 

Table I. shows that out of the 7,522 houses authorised 1,633 
have been built and 1,420 of these actually let, and that 653 
others are at present in progress of erection. It will be seen 
by the same table that up to the present we have sanctioned 
loans amounting to £360,021 7s. 8d. 

Table II. shows that further Improvement Schemes are being

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Housing of ike Wo-rldng Glasses Act , 1885. 


Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1885. 

33. In paragraph 16 of our last Report we gave an account of the 
proceedings that were being taken under the Labouring Classes 
Lodging Houses and Dwellings Act of I860, as incorporated with 
the Housing of the Working Classes Act of 1885, and since that 
date we have sanctioned a loan of £10,325 to the Corporation of 
Dublin, and loans of £3,500 to the Corporations of Limerick and 
Sligo, respectively, for the purposes of the Acts mentioned. 

These sums, together with the loans of £20,000 granted to 
the Corporation of Dublin in August, 1885, and of £6,500 granted 
to the Corporation of Cork in March, 1886, constitute a total of 
£43,825 borrowed up to the 31st March, 1887, by the various 
Urban Sanitary Authorities in Ireland under the provisions of 
the Housing of the Working Classes Act. 

Applications for loans have been made b} 7- the Urban Sanitary 
Authorities of Galway, Kilkenny, Kingstown, and Trim, and are 
at present under our consideration. 

Artizans and Labourers Dwellings Improvement 
Acts, 1875 to 1885. 

34. In continuation of the account of proceedings under the above 
mentioned Acts given in our last Report, we now furnish the 
following further information : — 

Dublin — Plunket-street Area. 

In this area the buildings have been completed, the roads have 
been laid with asphalte, and the footpaths and open spaces have 
been paved with concrete. The total cost of the scheme will be 
about £30,500, and loans to that amount have been sanctioned 
by us. 


Proceedings in other Urban Sanitary Districts. 

Nothing further under these Acts has been done in Cork or 
Belfast, and no steps have yet been taken in other places where 
the Acts are applicable, with the exception of Kingstown. 

The Urban Sanitary Authority of Kingstown have presented a 
petition praying for a Provisional Order confirming an Improve- 
ment Scheme which has been made under the provisions of these 
Acts, and the matter is under consideration. 

Departmental Arrangements. 

35. Since the date of our last Report we have lost by death the 
services of our Secretary, Mr. Wodsworth, who had been in this 
department for nearly forty-nine years. The office of Secretary 
has been conferred on Dr. Mooney who had been Assistant- 
Secretary ; and Mr. MacSheahan, one of our first-class clerks, has 
been promoted to the position of Assistant-Secretary. 
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Mr. MacFarlane and Mr. Richard Bourke have ceased to be 
Inspectors of our Board — the latter gentleman having retired 
after nearly thirty-nine years service. The vacancies thus caused 
have been filled, respectively, by the appointment of Mr. Edmund 
Bourke and Captain Robert Ruttledge-Eair. 

The large number of inquiries under the Labourers (Ireland) 
Acts, 1883 to 1886, and the necessity for holding such inquiries 
without unnecessary delay, rendered it desirable to obtain some 
assistance, and the services of two additional Inspectors, Mr. 
Comyn and Mr. M'Crea, were temporarily obtained to aid our 
permanent Inspectors in the discharge of this duty.

I. — ORDERS. 

No. l. — General Order Assessing upon Contributory Unions 
under the National School Teachers’ Act, their respective 
proportions of Results Fees for the year ending 31st March, 
1887. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule to this Order; to the Treasurer of each of such Unions; 
and to all persons whom it may concern : 

Whereas We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, have received 
from the Commissioners of National Education an estimate for the year 
ending the 31st day of March, 1887, of the full amount payable as 
Results Fees in respect of Pupils attending the National Schools in 
each of the Unions which have become contributory Unions, under an 
Act passed in the Thirty-ninth year of the Reign of Her present 
Majesty, Queen Victoria, entitled “An Act to provide for additional 
Payments to Teachers of National Schools in Ireland ” : 

And Whereas the Unions which have become contributory under 
the said Act are those of which the Names are placed in the first column 
of the Schedule hereto : 

And Whereas by the said Act it is enacted that the Commissioners 
of National Education shall require the Local Government Board in 
. every year to provide a sum equal to one-third of such full amount 
payable as Results Fees as aforesaid, and that the said Local Govern- 
ment Board shall thereafter provide such sum in the m ann er by the 
said Act prescribed ; and the Local Government Board have received 
from the Commissioners of National Education a requisition to provide, 
in the year 1886-87, a sum equal to one-third of such full amount 
aforesaid : 
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And Whereas it is by the said Act further enacted—" Upon the 
receipt of every such estimate the Local Government Board shall by an 
Order under their Seal assess upon each contributory Union a sum equal 
to one-third of the full amount payable as results fees in respect of 
pupils attending the National Schools in such contributory union, and 
shall transmit a copy of such Order to the guardians and likewise to the 
treasurer of such contributory union, stating the amount so assessed on 
such contributory union.” 

And it is further enacted that " forthwith on the receipt of such 
Order by the treasurer of any contributory union he shall, out of the 
funds then lying in his hands to the credit of the guardians of such 
union, or if there shall be then no sufficient assets, out of the moneys 
next received by him and placed to the credit of such guardians, pay 
over the amount so assessed on such contributory union to the Bank of 
Ireland, to be there placed to the credit of the Commissioners of 
Education to a separate account, to be entitled ‘The Results Fees 
Account and that the guardians of such contributory union shall in 
their account with the electoral divisions of such contributory union 
debit each electoral division with its proportion of the said amount 
according to the not annual value for the time being of the property 
rateable to the rates for the relief of the destitute poor in each such 
division” : 

And "Whereas it is provided by the said Act that if in any financial 
year the sum provided by the Local Government Board in respect of 
any contributory union exceeds the amount required for the purposes 
of the Act in such year in respect of such contributory union, such 
overplus shall be carried to the credit of the next following financial 
year, and in such last-mentioned year only such sum shall be raised 
-by assessment on such contributory union as shall be necessary in 
addition thereto to make up the sum which would in the ordinary 
course under the said Act be required to be provided by the Local 
Government Board in respect of such contributory union in such next 
following year : 

And Whereas we have received from the Commissioners of National 
Education a statement of the surplus of previous assessments, as set forth 
in the fourth column of the Schedule hereto : 

Now Therefore, in pursuance of the powers vested in us by the 
said Act, We do hereby assess upon each of the unions named in the 
first column of the Schedule hereto the amount set opposite to its name 
in the fifth column, such sum being equal to one-third of such full 
amount payable as Results Fees as aforesaid by such Union, as set forth 
in the second column of the said Schedule, less the amount of surplus 
of previous assessments, as set forth in the fourth column.

And Whereas it is necessary to make provision for the management

Tliis insect is terribly destructive to corn crops in America, Canada, and parts 
of Germany. . In some years it has almost entirely destroyed the wheat crops 
in large districts ia these countries. In the upper counties of Georgia, Packard 
states, “ the fly has committed such ravages upon the wheat as scarcely to leave 
enough seed for another year.” 

It had not been found in Great Britain until this present year, though, in 
1800, fears were entertained that it had been introduced. 

In 1788 the importation of wheat from America was prohibited by the British 
Government, until it was ascertained that it was not likely that the insect could 
bo brought over in this way. 
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Now, however, without any douht, it has appeared here, and aU effort must 
he made, and at once made, to stamp out this dangerous intruder l do effect 
this, if possible, information is given below as to the nature of th al ttach .of the 
Hessian 1 fly, and a description of it in its various stages, as well as methods ot 
preventing it from spreading in this country. 

The signs of the Attack. 

The plants of wheat and barley infested with this insect turn yellow, and 
bcSne stunted and unhealthy. Plants upon sharp 

rviopog ” ** stonebrash or “stone-shatter,” and upon the pool est parts ot neius, 
Low the attack first and most seriously. As the plants ripen the straw becomes 
root-fallen and scrawled, the ears are small, and the grains misshapen and 
shrivelled Corn plants thus affected should be carefully examined, especia 

their leaves, or blades, just at the points where they cover the second joints of 
the stems from the ground. 

The Description of the Insect. 

Upon corn plants thus injured cither die larvm (Fig.. 2) of the Hessian fly, 
or its pupae (Fig. 3) will be found close to the lower joints between the stems 

^Thelarvm^wbich'are^he authors of the mischief, as they suck out the juices 
of the plants, are clear white, or translucent maggots,, about the fifteenth of an 
inch lone having stripes of a greenish hue under their slims. They remain in 
this state* from four to six weeks, and then assume pupal, or semi-pupal form. 

4 The pup™ are called “ flax seeds ” in America, because they arc ike small, 
elongated flax seeds. They are a little longer than the larva, and are of a 
chestnut colour. It is in this state alone that the Hessian fly has been seen in 

E ThSe pupm are unmistakeable, and when once discovered immediate steps 
should be taken to prevent them from turning to flies (Fig. 1 ), which would 
lay eggs upon the corn plants either in the coming autumn, or m flic sprin„. 

Methods of Prevention. 

Crops of wheat and barley in whose straw the ‘ ‘ flax seeds " have been found 
shouHbc cut above the second joint, either by setting the . reaping machines 
hi„h or by reuiiinv them by hand so as to leave a long stubble. Where bar, cy 
islhort and must be cut with scythes, the mowers should bo instructed to keep 

‘'“Sn^upon 3 which 1 'the crops have been infested, should bo cultivated or 
broad-shared, immediately after harvest. The stubble and rubbish should he 
collected most carefully, and burnt. After this the land should be deep y 
ploughed. Or, the stubble might be ploughed in at once deeply. 
p Straw from infested fields should be close y inspected when thrashed. I 
pupm are found, the straw should bo used on the spot, it possible, foi htter, and 

all passed through mixens that heat may destroy them 

The chaff and “cavings” from such straw should be burnt, and the corn 
screened in the most careful manner. Corn from infested holds should on no 

a °Xte e iSfnr“;iined from the cowsheds and stables of London and 
other cities and towns, it should be unxcmd lor romp lime, as it is very pro 
bable that the pupm of the insect might he imported m packing cases and with 
of row crates from America and Canada. . „ ..

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Supplemental Suggestions. 

The following supplemental suggestions have been prepared bv Mr. Charles 
Whitehead, F . L . S ., p.g.s., at the request of the Lords of the Committee ot 
Council for Agriculture, in consequence of the recent appearance oi the Ile&siai

Since the preparation and issue of the suggestions concerning the Hessian 11 , 
the perfect insect, or fly, has been seen to come from the pupa, or ‘flax seed, 
found in'the steins of wheat and barley plants. It may, therefore, be assumed 
that this insect will be of a double brooded habit in this country, as it is in 
America and Canada, and will attack wheat plants in the autumn, and wheat 
plants and barley plants in the spring and summer. 

The fly, as it has appeared lately in England, corresponds exactly with the 
descriptions of American entomologists, and eminent English authorities have 
pronounced it to be the Hessian fly, Cecidomyia destructor. (Say.) It resembles 
a tiny gnat, being about the eighth of an inch long. Its body w brown, with 
the head and fore part of the body of a rather darker colour. I lie wings are 
gray or smoke coloured, and have long fine fringes around them, with peculiar 
veins characteristic of the Ceddomyice. Its long horns, or antennas, are like 
strings of beads. 

As soon as the wheat plants are up in the autumn the flies will lay eggs upon 
them. Larvm, or little white maggots (Fig. 2), will be hatched from them and 
attack the plants, living on them until they turn to pup® (Fig. 3), in which 
form they will pass the winter. Flies will come from these pup® in the spring 
and deposit eggs upon wheat plants and barley plants. Larvee proceeding from 
these eggs will injure these corn plants in the manner observed recently near 
Hertford, Inverness, Perth, and in Essex, and elsewhere. 

Fanners, and ‘especially those who are in or near districts that were infested 
this year, should watch their wheat plants in October and November, and 
examine them for larval between the stems and the blades. Should larva} be 
found, dressings of soot, or of soot and lime, or guano would check their 
operations. Wheat plants upon which larvae are seen in the autumn, or upon 
which pupal are found in the winter, should be fed closely down by sheep in 
the early spring, if possible. Heavy rollings with ring or ordinary rollers would 
be advantageous. 

It is most important to burn infested stubble, or to plough it deeply in at 
once, to prevent the flies from being generated. In the case of “ seeds ” where 
stubble is much infested, it should be brushed oir with poles, or even with scythes 
in bad cases, and collected as closely as possible for burning by means of 
dew -rakes.”

No. 2 .— National School Teachers (Ireland) Act. 

Local Government Beard, Dublin, 

30th December, 1886. 

Sir, 

In pursuance of the 4tli Section of “ The National School Teachers 
(Ireland) Act, 1875,” the Local Government Board for Ireland transmit 
to you herewith, to belaid before the Board of Guardians of 
Union, the Notice which they are required by that Section to transmit, 
on or before the 1st day of January, to the Guardians of every Union 
which, shall not at such time be a contributory Union within the mean- 
ing of the Act. 

The notice now transmitted, as in the case of tlie Notice which was 
transmitted on the 30th December, 1885, requires the Guardians within 
forty days from the receipt thereof to inform the Local Government 
Board whether, for the purpose of increasing the remuneration of the 
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Teachers of National Schools within the Union, they are willing to make 
their Union a contributory Union within the meaning of the Act, and 
the Guardians will observe therefore that by the present Notice they 
are now called upon, in pursuance of the requirement of the Act, to 
decide whether they will become contributory for the year 1887 — 88 
(that is for the year commencing on the 1st April next), and subsequent 
years, until the resolution to contribute be legally revoked. 

The Board forwarded with their Circular of the 30th August, 1875, a 
copy of the Act, and of various other documents relating to this subject 
and they desire to refer the Board of Guardians to that Circular and the 
documents which accompanied it, for any information which they may 
require before replying to the enclosed Notice. 

The Board have to add that the Commissioners of National Education 
have furnished them with an estimate of the probable amount which will 
be payable by the Guardians of the several Unions in Results Fees to 
Teachers of National Schools within the respective Unions for the year 
1887 — 88, and the liability which, according to this estimate, the 
Guardians will incur by making their Union a contributory one is not 
expected to exceed £

No. 3. Election of Guardians. — Instructional Circular. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 

12th January, 1887. 
Sir, 

1. The Local Government Board for Ireland desire to call your atten- 
tion to the General Order dated the 2nd January, 1863, regulating the 
conduct of Elections of Guardians in the several Unions in Ireland, a 
copy of which Order was transmitted with the Circular of the Boor Law 
Commissioners, dated the 16th of that month. 

2. That Order rescinds the Order of the 26th January, 1852, as well 
as all previous Orders, except such portions thereof as may have 
appointed the Clerk for the time being to be the Returning Officer, and 
may. not have been rescinded by any subsequent Order ; and except such 
portions thereof as may have fixed the value of the qualification for the 
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office of Guardian, and may not have been rescinded or altered by any 
subsequent Order. Under Article 1 of the Order of the 2nd January, 
1863, the Clerk for the time being (except in cases where the Order ap- 
pointing the Clerk may have been rescinded) will continue to be the 
Returning Officer, and the same Article, it will be seen, provides for the 
performance of the duties of Returning Officer in case of vacancy in the 
office of Clerk, or in case of the Clerk being prevented by sickness or 
accident, or other sufficient cause, from the performance of his duties, the 
Guardians being empowered, in either of those events, to appoint some 
person to perform such of the duties, imposed by the Order upon the 
Returning Officer, as shall then remain to be performed. 

You will be so good as to read carefully and attend to the following 
observations : — 

Collectors. 

3. Under Articles 3, 12, 14, 22, and 34, of the General Order the 
Collectors of poor rate in the Union are to assist the Returning Officer 
as heretofore in the Election, at the times and for the purposes therein 
indicated. These Regulations impose no fresh duties on the Collectors, 
but it will be proper for you to call the attention of each of them to 
those Regulations before the next Election takes place. 

Distribution and Collection of Voting Papers. 

4. The Police, who may be employed as heretofore in posting the 
Notices of the Election and in distributing and collecting Voting Papers, 
will receive their instructions from their own superior Officers ; but in 
case their services in any instance should not be available in sufficient 
number for the latter duty, the Returning Officer should take care to 

furnish any other persons who may be employed by him, in pursuance 

of Article 2 of the General Order, for the distribution and collection of 
the Votinv Papers, with proper lists and instructions for their guidance, 
in accordance with Articles 18, 19, 21, 23, 24, and 28, of the Order. 

5. Where it has happened in previous Elections that the assistance of 
the Police lias not been available, or has not been available to sufficient 
extent, for the distribution and collection of Voting Papers within the 
prescribed period, applications have, in some instances, been received for 
sanction to the employment of the Collectors of poor rates, and of Reliev- 
ing Officers, in this service, where it may be necessary to issue Voting 
Papers. It is desirable that, where practicable, this duty should be per- 
formed by responsible officers ; and as it will, according to the regulations, 
occupy only two or at most four days, and will therefore not cause any 
material interruption of the ordinary duties of the Union Officers referred 
to the Local Government Board are prepared to sanction their being 
employed to assist in performing the duty in question,, provided the 
Board of Guardians permit them to be so employed, for which permission 
it will be your duty, where necessary, to apply. If the services of the 
Police and Union Officers should not be available or sufficient, you will 
have to employ other trustworthy persons acquainted with the respective 
localities as far as practicable, in accordance with the regulation con- 
tained in Article 2 of the General Order. But you will first take care 
to ascertain whether you can obtain the services of the Police m sufficient 
number or not, before you employ any other persons ; and you will only 
resort to the employment of the Officers of the Union or other person^, 
in case you cannot obtain the assistance of the Police in sufficient 
number. 
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Preparation oj Lists of Voters. 

C. Should some additional assistance be necessary for enabling you, 
in case of contests, to prepare the requisite Lists of Voters, and complete 
the proceedings in the Election at the times prescribed by the. General 
Order, the Local Government Board will be prepared to sanction such 
assistance for so long as may be absolutely requisite, on receiving a com- 
munication from you, setting forth the circumstances which render the 
application necessary , the particular purposes for which assistance is 
required, and the extent of assistance required. 


Notice of Election. 

7. One of your first duties will be to issue the Notice of the Election, 
which is to be posted on the 25th of February. The Notice is to set 
forth the names of the Electoral Divisions, the qualification and number 
of Guardians to be elected for each, with other particulars prescribed in 
the General Order. You should, in due time before the 25 th February, 
give notice of application to the Constabulary for their assistance in post- 
ing the Notices, as heretofore ; and you will afterwards forward the 
copies of the Notices to the proper Constabulary stations. Due notice 
should likewise be given to the Constabulary when it becomes necessary 
to apply for their services in the distribution and collection of V oting 
Papers, apprizing them of the probable extent of the duty to be 
performed. 

Bates for various Proceedings. 

8. The following are the days upon which the several proceedings in 
the ensuing Election are to be taken, in pursuance of the Order : — 


25th February — Issue of Notice of Election. (Art. 9.) 

4th March — Last day for receiving Nomination Papers, which can be 
received up to 5 o’clock, p.m., on that day. (Art. 1 1 .) 

8th March — List of Candidates to be prepared and forwarded : (Art. 15.) 
— List of Voters to be prepared in case of contest. _ 

The last day for receiving Statements of Claim to Vote, and 
Appointment of Proxies, (6 & 7 Vic., c. 92, § 24, and 25 & 26 Vic., 
c. 83, § 15) — so as to be available in this Election, will be the 21st 
February ; and in case of contests, the Lists of Ratepayers making 
Statements are to be made up to that day. (Art. 18.) 

12th March — Application to be made to Constabulary for assistance in 
distributing Voting Papers, where necessary, which should afterwards 
be transmitted to them, with the List of Voters, in due time for dis- 
tribution on the day prescribed for the purpose. . 

17th March — List of occupying Tenants who are entitled to Vote, having 
paid Rates required to be paid, is to be made up to this day. 
(Art. 22.) 

18th March— Day for issuing Voting Papers, and following day, if needful. 


(Art. 21.) 

21st March— Bay for collecting Voting Papers, and following day, if 
necessary. (Art. 28.) 

22nd March— Time for applying for Voting Papers, where not duly received 
by persons entitled, expires. (Arts. 29, 30.) 

23rd March — Time for delivering to Returning Officer Voting Papers that 
may not have been duly collected, expires. (Art. 31.) 

25th March — Return of Guardians to be made, (Art. 35); or within 14 


days after the 25th of March. (Art. 36.) 


Forms. 

9. Previously to the commencement of the Election, you should pro- 
cure the requisite supply of the Forms prescribed for use in the Election. 
With regard to the Notice of the Election (Form E) the Board have 
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thought it advisable to direct that the copies of that Notice should be 
printed and transmitted to you from this Office, as usual, and the same 
number of copies as was forwarded to you last year will accordingly be 
transmitted to yon in due time, for posting and distribution according to 
Article 9 of the General Order. If, however, you should be of opinion 
that the number of copies printed last year was greater or less than will 
be required for the present year, you will be good enough to report the 
fact immediately, stating the number which you consider necessary. In 
the absence of any communication from you before the 25th instant, the 
same number as was furnished last year will be provided. 

10. "With regard to the other Forms, steps should be taken in due 
time to provide a sufficient supply of those which may be required for 
carrying on the Election, as prescribed by the General Order. The 
Forms can be procured from Messrs. A. Thom & Co. (Limited), Abbey- 
street, Dublin ; but should you employ any other Printer, it will be 
necessary for you to compare the several Forms carefully with those 
prescribed in the General Order, as you will be responsible for their 
accuracy ; and it is advisable that you should ascertain and compare the 
prices at which they are procurable, before you order them. 

Placard. 

11. A Placard, containing a description of the Electoral Divisions in 
the Union as at present constituted, to be posted in case of contest, as 
heretofore, should be prepared, and a sufficient number of copies thereof 
for posting,- obtained when necessary, in like manner with the Voting 
Papers. 

Statements of Claims to Vote, &c. 

12. The Forms (A 1, A 2, B 1 and 2, C 1, and 0 2 and 3), for State- 
ments of Claims to be entitled to vote, and Appointments of Proxies with 
their Applications, and the Statements of Corporations and Joint-Stock 
Companies, are to be supplied, free of charge (on application made to 
you) to any Persons, or Corporations, or Companies, respectively, who 
may require them for their own statements or applications. It would 
not be expedient to make a more general distribution of these 
Forms. 

, Registry of such Claims, 

1 3 With regard to the Registry of such Statements and Appointments 
in the proper Books (Forms D 1, 2, 3, 4, 5,) the Board _ request the 
special attention of the Clerk and Returning Officer to Articles 4 and 5 
of the General Order, and to the duties assigned to those officers m 
respect to the same, under tlie provisions of the Statutes and under 
Articles 6 and 8 of the Order. 

14. The provisions of the Acts relating to such Statements and 
Registers are contained in § 84 of 1 & 2 Vic., c. 56, as amended by § 24 
of 6 & 7 Vic., c. 92, and § 15 of the 25 & 26 Vic., c. 83, to which your 
attention is requested, as well as to § 26 of the 6 & 7 Vic., c. 92. The 
15th see. of the 25 & 26 Vic., c. 83, sets forth the particulars requn-ed 
to be given in such Statements, which must be lodged one calendar 
month before the Owner or Immediate Lessor, or his Proxy, can vote 
as such; and the 81th sec. of the I & 2 Vic. c. 56, requires that the 
Guardians, or the person acting as Returning Officer, should register 
such Statements in manner therein provided. If at any Election the 
Returning Officer have reasonable cause to doubt the correctness of a 
Claim to vote, made by any person in respect of net rent, the Returning 
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Officer is required by the 26th sec. of the 6 & 7 Vie., c. 92, not to admit 
such person to vote, until he shall have produced evidence, to the 
satisfaction of the Returning Officer, of the amount of such rent. _ - 
15. Inconvenience and irregularity, it is believed, have occurred m 
some instances from the discovery, at the time of an Election, of errors 
or defects in the Registry prescribed, from omission of [statements, 
therein, or from retaining on record the Statements of persons deceased, 
or from other causes, where the original Statements, owing to changes 
of Officers or other circumstances, are not themselves forthcoming, the 
changes made by the Act of 1862, in regard to the particulars required 
to be furnished, will render the Statements and Registers existing 
previously to that Act unavailable, and the Board request that you will 
at once see whether the new Forms of Register have been duly entered 
up and that you will duly enter therein all the new Statements and 
Appointments which you may have received, or may receive, before the 
time of the Election, so that they may be perfected before the approach- 
ing Election takes place. Caro should also be taken to revise the 
entries in those Registers with a view to their proper correction where 
the original Claimants have died, or other changes affecting the validity 
or continuance of the claims have taken place. 

16 The Local Government Board take this opportunity to observe 
that although an Owner or Proxy is not entitled to vote until one 
calendar month after he shall have made the prescribed statement or 
appointment, it is not necessary that he should make or renew such 
statement, &c., a month before each Election ; but they continue in 
force for five years from the date on -which they have been given 
provided the parties remain in possession of the interests described 
therein ; and provided, in the case of a Proxy, that the appointment is 
not sooner revoked, or the Owner himself resumes the exercise of his 
rhdit to vote, or either of the parties dies. 

"l7 Any such statements, &c., should be duly preserved ; and m case 
there be reason to believe that any that may have been already lodged 
have not been handed over to you by any previous Officer or not 
registered, you should make inquiry of such Officer, or otherwise" 
endeavour to obtain them, and forthwith see that they be recorded m 
the proper form of Register Book, and that the directions in the above- 
mentioned Articles of the Election Order be duly complied with. 


Delivery of Voting Papers. 

IS. The Returning Officer is not bound, under Article 23 of the 
Election Regulations, to cause any Voting Papers to be delivered out 
of tlie Electoral Division or Ward for which it may be necessary to 
issue Voting Papers ; and if the places named for the reception of 
Votin" Papers, by the Owners or Proxies, who have made Statements, 
be nolT in any case within the respective Divisions or W ards in which 
the properties are situate, you should immediately communicate with 
such parties, and request them to name a place within the Division or 
Ward and point out to them that otherwise they can only vote in 
manner provided in Article 29 of the Election Regulations ; and you 
should apprize the parties concerned as above of the substance of the 
Regulation contained in that Article. 

Marking Voting Papers. 

19. A practice appears to have been adopted by the Returning Officer 
in some instances, of marking on each of the Voting Papers, in addition 
to the number directed by Article 1 9 of the Election Regulations, the 
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name of the person for whom it is issued, or his name and address ; and 
in the case of a Proxy, the name of the Proxy, as well as that of the 
person for whom he is Proxy. The Board think it right to point out 
that the Returning Officer is not required by the Regulations to endorse 
the name of any party on the Voting Paper, and the practice has been 
found in some instances to lead to error. It seems advisable, therefore, 
that the Returning Officer should not, in this respect, do more than he is 
required to do by the 19 th Article of the Election Order, viz ; — to pre- 
pare Lists containing the number of each paper, and the name of the 
place at which it is to be left, and to endorse each paper with its proper 
number corresponding to that in the List. 

Returning Officers Duties Generally. 

20. The Returning Officer should take care to make himself well 
acquainted with the Regulations contained in the General Order, before 
the Election commences. "With a view to general convenience and 
economy, the business of the Election is to be transacted, as far as 
possible, at tbe Board-room of the Guardians, and within the hours of 
ten and five o’clock in the day. The Returning Officer is to attend 
daily (except on Sundays,) at the place appointed, from the date for the 
issue of the Notice, to tbe last day for receiving Nomination Papers, 
inclusive, to afford information to persons requiring it ; and likewise 
during the period from the first day for the collection of V oting Papers, 
until the Examination of the Votes and the Return of the Guardians 
elected shall have been completed, (see Articles 29, 30, 31, 34, 35, and 
36 3 ) and also at all such other times, during the progress of the Election, 
as may be necessary for the due performance of his duties, as directed 
in Article 32. In reference to the examination and casting up of the 
Votes, (Article 34,) the Local Government Board are not prepared to 
deprive the Returning Officer of a discretion in regard to the admission 
or exclusion of strangers, inasmuch as the exercise of such a discretion 
may, on some occasions, be necessary to the proper discharge of his duty, 
but on the other hand the Board think that if the Returning Officer 
excludes from the examination of the Voting Papers for a particular 
Electoral "Division either of the Candidates for that Electoral Division 
or those who proposed them, or the Legal Advisers of the Candidates, 
he should be prepared to shew some urgent reason for a step which, 
generally speaking, would seem to be unnecessary and unreasonable ; 
but the Board do not .think it desirable that the privilege of being- 
present during the examination of the votes, should be extended to 
Ratepayers generally. 

Duties of Clerk of Union. 

21. Your special attention is requested to your duties as Clerk of the 
Union under the Regulations contained in Articles 37 and 38 of 
the General Order. Under the former of those Articles you are, 
immediately on the Return of the new Election of Guardians being 
completed, to transmit to each Member of the Board of Guardians j or 
the previous year , including Ex-Officio Guardians and outgoing Guardians, 
as well as any who may be re-elected, a Notice in the Form L, apprizing 
them of the Names of the several Guardians elected for the ensuing 
year. The object of this regulation being chiefly to obviate the in- 
convenience of any Guardian attending at any Meeting of the Board 
after his year of office has expired, you should take care that this Notice 
is transmitted without any delay, on the completion of the Return. 
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Under Article 38, yon are likewise to transmit to every Guardian elected 
for the ensuing year , whether previously a Guardian or not, a Notice in 
the form, marked M in the General Order, and to every Guardian who 
may continue in office, under the 24tli section of the 25 & 26 Vic., c. 
83, in consequence of no Nomination having been made for the Elec- 
toral Division, a Notice in the form marked N in that Order. Under 
the 20th section of the Irish Poor Belief Act, 1 & 2 Vic., c. 56, the 
Annual Election of the Guardians is to be completed on the 25th March, 
or if that day should fall on Sunday or Good Friday, then on the day 
next following, or within fourteen days next after such 25th day of 
March ; and the section further declares that “ immediately upon their 
Election, the Guardians previously elected by the Eatepayers of any 
Union shall go out of office.” You should therefore issue the Notices 
L, M, and N, according to the regulations, immediately on the Return 
being made, so that the first meeting thereafter may consist of the 
members of the new Board, in accordance with the Act. The issue of 
these Notices is not to be delayed until a meeting of the Board of 
Guardians shall have been held, but a certified copy of the Return is to 
be laid before the Board at the first meeting after such return is made. 

Account of Expenses. 

22. Immediately on the close of the Election, an Account of the 
Expenses of the same is to be transmitted to the Local Government 
Board for examination and sanction, in a Form which will be forwarded 
to you for the purpose.

1 1 1.— Correspondence. 

Correspondence relating to the Administration of Out-door 
Relief under the Poor Relief (Ireland) Act, 1886. 


Note.- -The Letters given hereunder (Nos. 1 and 2) are those which were, addressed to 
the Hoard of Guardians of the Relmullet Union. But Letters in similar terms were 
addressed to each of the other Unions scheduled under the Poor Relief Act, viz. : — Clifden, 
Galway, Ougbterard, Swineford, and Westport. 


No. 1. — Letter authorizing the Guardians to administer 
Out-door Relief to Persons other than those described 
in Section 1 of the Act 10 Vic., cap. 31. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 

Sir, 20th April, 1886. 

The Local Government Board for Ireland have had under considera- 
tion the representations which have been made to them in recent 
Minutes of proceedings of the Board of Guardians of Belmullet Union, 
and in Reports received from their Inspector, Captain Sampson, in re- 
gard to the exceptional distress which exists at present in the Union, 
and the Board hereby authorize the Guardians to administer relief out of 
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the workhouse in food or fuel to poor persons other than those described 
in Section 1 of 10 Yic., cap. 31, for a period of one calendar month 
from the date of this Letter, unless the Local Government Board shall 
meanwhile revoke this authority either wholly or with reference to any 
particular person or class of persons in receipt of such relief.. 

The Local Government Board grant this authority subject to the 
following conditions, namely : — 

I. That no able-bodied person who shall be in employment shall receive 
relief in food under the authority of this Letter. 

II. That every able-bodied male person who shall receive relief in 
food under the authority of this Letter shall, so far as practicable, be set 
to perform a task of work during eight hours of every day for which 
he receives such relief.

Letter to accompany the Letter Authorizing the Administration 
of Out-door Belief. [Sent to each of the scheduled Unions, 
and also with the Order (see page 85) authorizing Out-door 
Belief in each of the Unions of Ballinrobe Caherciveen, Callan, 
Castlebar, and Dingle, the last two paragraphs being omitted 
from the letter sent to each of these Unions, and the word 
“ order” being substituted for the word “letter” where necessary.] 

Sir With reference to the Letter addressed to the Board of Guardians of 

Union this day, authorizing them to administer out- 
door relief, under certain conditions, to persons to whom, such relief may not 
be afforded under the provisions of the Irish Poor Belief Extension Act, the 
Board think it right to express a hope that the power so given to the Guardians 
may be exercised with caution and with due regard to the interest of the rate- 
payers, though, at the same time, with care that all really destitute persons are 
afforded the necessary relief. . , 

The Board desire to call the especial attention of the Guardians to that part 
of the Letter which requires that every able-bodied male person relieved under 
the authority of the Letter shall be set to perform a task of work during eight 
hours at least of every day for which he receives such relief. 

The manner in which this important part of the Letter should be carried 
into effect demands the immediate and earnest attention of the Guardians. 

The Board are aware that a labour test cannot be established through a 
laro-e Union without expense, and without great and persevering exertion on 
the part of the Guardians; but on the other hand, the distress which has led 
to the issue of the Letter authorizing relief in food and fuel to the able-bodied, 
presents the two alternatives, either of such a system as the. one now laid down, 
or of a system of rations unchecked by any test or condition. But the latter 
system, even when administered with the greatest care and under the best 
control, must involve a profuse expenditure, and demoralize the population, and, 
by making them independent of their ordinary employments, dimmish the 
productive resources of the country, and accumulate causes of distress. 

In every Electoral Division, therefore, in which the Guardians find it 
necessary to avail themselves of the power to give rations to the able-bodied, it 
is their imperative duty, in discharge of the trust which they have received 
from the ratepayers, to provide a system of task-work, and to appoint a sufficient 
number of Superintendents of Labour, or additional Relieving Officers. 

These appointments should be made, not permanently, like those of the regular 
Relieving Officers, but for such time only as their services may be required. 

The Guardians will have to determine the amount of rations to be given to 
each recipient of relief after the performance of the task. 

* See note preceding this correspondence, page 80. 
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The Guardians may probably expect from the Local Government Board 
some principles to assist them in determining the task of work and the 
amount of rations in each case; the Board, therefore, desire to observe, that 
it is not necessary that the amount of rations should bear any direct 
proportion to the task ; on the contrary, the Letter itself requires that each 
recipient should give a full day’s work for every day for which he receives 
relief; and it is manifest that the amount of rations must depend on the 
number of persons who, besides himself, are dependent on him for support. 

The justice of this arrangement stands on the following basis : — The food 
is given, not as the price of labour, but as the relief of destitution. The 
labour given in return is the condition of receiving that relief; and if the 
necessities of the recipient and his family are wholly relieved, it is just that he 
should give in return the full value of his labour, whatever that may be. 

The Guardians acting on the above principle, will have to determine the 
amount of daily labour which may fairly be claimed from an adult male of 
average strength ; secondly, from an adult male of less than the average 
strength ; and lastly, from a male applicant above fifteen years of age but not 
yet adult, respectively. The rations, as already observed, will be in proportion 
to the number dependent for support on the person relieved. 

The selection of the places proper for the employment of the applicants, in 
sufficient but not too great numbers, and the providing of such implements as it 
may be found necessary to provide for those coming to labour, are points which 
will necessarily have tlie attention of the Guardians in due course. 

The Local Government Board trust that the Guardians will take into 
consideration the arrangements necessary to enable them to carry out this 
Letter with most effect and advantage, and with the least possible delay. 

The Guardians must bear in mind that the grants to aid in defraying the 
charge of any Electoral Division in the Union, in pursuance of Section 3 of 
the Poor Belief Bill, will only be recommended when the Board are satisfied 
that the relief required cannot be afforded in such Division by means of the 
rates which might be collected therein, and that it does not follow as a matter 
of course that because exceptional relief may become necessary in a fairly 
well circumstanced Electoral Division, a grant will be made to that Division. 

The Board will transmit to the Guardians a form showing the particulars 
which they ■will require respecting the expenditure and relief afforded in any 
Electoral Division for which the Guardians may desire to obtain a grant.

No. 2— Instructional Letter to Guardians. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
Sir, 10th. May, 1886. 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to state 
that, in consequence of information which has reached them from various 
sources, they apprehend that the Boards of Guardians of some of the 
Unions, in which authority to administer out-door relief to the able- 
bodied classes has been granted, are not fully aware of their position and 
duties in that respect. 

The Board find that in some instances Boards of Guardians have 
appointed additional Believing Officers to superintend the execution of 
the works established as a test of destitution, and that the Believing 
Officers and additional Believing Officers have been authorized to employ 
persons on these works, although the cases of such persons had not 
previously been considered by the Guardians in the usual manner, and 
relief ordered on the application and report book, and with reference to 
this practice, the Board desire to point out that no person can legally be 
relieved except by authority of the Guardians previously given in each 
case, or by the Believing Officer, provisionally, in a case of sudden and 


-*s» 
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urgent necessity, and that any relief given in a manner at variance with 
this enactment, whether to persons employed on the works opened by 
the Guardians or not, would be illegal, and the cost would be liable to 
be disallowed by the Auditor, and surcharged to the Guardians author- 
izing the payment thereof. 

The Board also find that an impression prevails in some places that 
a certain sum has been or will be allocated to each Uniou, under the 
provisions of the Poor Belief Bill, to meet the expense of the out-door 
relief afforded therein, and the Board think it necessary to observe that 
such an impression is erroneous. The Board in their Letter, issued last 
month, stated that “the grants to aid in defraying the charge of any 
Electoral Division in the Union, in pursuance of Section 3 of the Poor 
Belief Bill, will only be recommended when the Board are satisfied 
that the relief required cannot be afforded in such Division by means of 
the rates which might be collected therein, and that it does not follow, 
as a matter of course, that because exceptional relief may become 
necessary in a fairly well circumstanced Electoral Division, a grant will 
be made to that Division,” and the Board must now impress upon the 
Guardians the state of the case, as set forth in that Letter ; the cost of out- 
door relief will be charged, in the usual way, on the poor rates of the 
Electoral Division in which it is afforded, and the cost of such relief must 
be borne by the rates of the Division, unless in any case in which the Board 
may be satisfied that the Electoral Division requires assistance, and may 
recommend that a grant be made to aid in defraying the charge thereof. 

The Board have no desire to place any obstacle in the way of the 
Guardians affording relief when it may be required, but they think it 
necessary to caution the Guardians against allowing any lax, irregular, 
and illegal practices to prevail, which would probably involve the 
Guardians in embarrassment hereafter, and impose unnecessary expense 
on the ratepayers.

No. 3 .— Instructional Letter to Guardians. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 

Sir, 31st May, 1886. 

The Local Government Board for Ireland have reason to believe that 
an impression prevails in some of the Unions named in the Schedule to 
the Poor Belief (Ireland) Act, 1886, that the cost of the relief afforded 
under that Act in some Electoral Divisions will be entirely defrayed by 
means of the grants which may be made under the 3rd section. 

The Board also have reason to believe that the proper and necessary 
discrimination is not always exercised by the Guardians in dealing with 
the applications for relief. 

The Board, therefore, desire to call the Guardians’ very serious atten- 
tion to the fact that the Section referred to enacts that each grant shall 
be limited to such amount as the Local Government Board may find 
necessary to “aid in defraying the charge of any Electoral Division or 
Divisions in the Union, having regard to the financial condition and the 
pressure of distress within the limits of such Electoral Division or 
Divisions,” 

? See note preceding this correspondence, page 8Q. 
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The Guardians will see that the total amount which may be awarded 
to Poor Law Unions under this Section is £20,000, and that the money 
has been provided by Parliament to assist six Unions. 

They should therefore carefully bear in mind that the proportion 
which can be given to each Union is very small. Whatever expenditure 
is incurred over the amount of any grants which may be made must be 
borne by the poor rates. 

What will inevitably happen is that the ratepayers of the Union will, 
therefore, be heavily taxed when the next rate is made if the Guardians 
are not most vigilant in the selection of the persons for the receipt of relief.

No 4 . — Letter to the Guardians of Westport Union. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
Sir, 2nd June, 1886. 

The Local Government Board for Ireland have had under consideration 
the resolution adopted by the Guardians of Westport Union on the 27th 
ultimo, respecting the administration of out-door relief, and the Board 
will await a further report from their Inspector, Mr. Comyn, as to the 
action of the Guardians in the matter. 

With reference to the Guardians’ argument in favour of their claim 
to a larger portion of the Government grant than was indicated in the 
Board’s letter of the 26th ultimo, the Board must state distinctly that 
they will not take the number relieved under the lax, irregular, and 
illegal system which was established by the Guardians as the data on 
which they will apportion the money provided by the Poor Belief Act, 
nor will they accept that number as evidence of the comparative pressure 
of distress within the limits of W estport and the other Scheduled Unions. 

The Board will not deprive the ratepayers of distressed Electoral 
Divisions in other Unions of the aid they may require in order to give 
the Westport Union an undue share of the grant to recoup any excessive 
charges therein occasioned by the maladministration of the Board of 
Guardians. 

The Guardians of Westport Union may rest assured that the Board 
will not be induced by any resolutions such as those now before them to 
depart from the principle in regard to the apportionment of the grant 
which they have announced in former letters. 

Whatever expenditure is incurred in Westport Union over the amount 
of any grants which may be made must be borne by the poor rates, and, 
if the Guardians are not most vigilant in the selection of the persons for 
the receipt of relief, what will inevitably happen is that the ratepayers 
of the Union will be very heavily taxed when the next rate is made ; 
for this result the Guardians will be solely responsible

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No. 5 .— -Form of Order Authorizing Out-door "Relief, 
Union. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the Union ; to the Clerk 

and other Officers of the said Union, and to all other persons 
whom it may concern. 

We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, in pursuance of the 
provisions of “The Poor Belief (Ireland) Act, 1886,” do hereby 
authorize the Guardians of the poor of the said Union to administer 
relief in food and fuel, or either of them, out of the Workhouse to poor 
persons whether such poor persons might under the Poor Law Acts 
have obtained relief out of the Workhouse or not, in the Union, or in 
any Electoral Division or Divisions thereof, from the date of this Order 
to the or until we may, by Order under our Seal, 

sooner revoke this Order either wholly or with reference to any particular 
person or class of persons in receipt of such relief. 

And we do hereby make the following Rules and Regulations as to the 
granting, ordering and giving of relief to all persons who shall be re- 
lieved by the said Guardians under the authority of this Order, that is 
to say : — 

1 . Every person relieved under the authority of this Order shall be 
relieved in food or fuel only. 

2. Every able-bodied male person relieved in food under the authority 
of this Order shall, so far as is practicable, be set to perform a task of 
work during eight hours at least of every day for which he receives such 
relief. 

3. No able-bodied person who shall be in employment and in receipt 
of wages shall receive relief under the authority of this Order. 

And for the more effectual administration of relief under this Order, 
we do hereby authorize and direct the said Guardians to appoint so 
many Relieving Officers as shall be found sufficient from time to time, 
to superintend the labour of such persons as shall be set to work, in 
pursuance of the regulations in this Order contained, and otherwise to 
assist in the administration of Relief under this Order, as the said 
Guardians, subject to our approval, shall direct.

Amalgamation of the Donagiimore Union with the Unions of 
Abbeyleix, Roscrea, and Urlingford. 

No. 6. — (I.) — Report of Mr. R. Bourke, Inspector. 

Lisnagry, Limerick, 

Gentlemen, — 27th February, 1886. 

In pursuance of your instructions under date 2nd December, 1885, I 
have to state that I held an Inquiry in the Board Room of the Donagh- 
more Workhouse, on Friday, 15th January, into the particulars of the 
proposal made by the Guardians for the dissolution of that Union, and 
its annexation to the adjoining ones of Roscrea and Abbeyleix. Due 
notice of the Inquiry was given to the three Unions concerned, and there 
was a large attendance of members of the Donaghmore Board, and a 
deputation from the Board of Abbeyleix, but no Guardians of the. 
Roscrea Union availed themselves of the opportunity afforded them ot 
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attending the Inquiry. The Clerks of both Unions were, howev r er, 
present at my request, and the officers of the Donaghmore Union were 
in attendance for examination if required. 

The evidence given was taken down by a shorthand writer, whose 
notes I attach to this report, and the following is a brief analysis 
of it : — 

The first witness was Mr. Kelly, Guardian for the Borris-in-Ossory 
Division of the Donaghmore Union, at whose instigation the matter was 
taken up. He proposed that of the thirteen Electoral Divisions now 
forming Donaghmore Union, eight should be annexed to Boscrea, and 
five to Abbeyleix, and supported his view on the ground of the saving 
of expense, which he estimated at nearly £600 ; but he did not profess 
to have gone fully into this part of the subject. He argued that the 
Union, being one ©f the smallest in point of population in Ireland, and 
containing a comparatively small proportion of destitute poor, should 
not be charged with a separate establishment for their support, and that 
no serious inconvenience would result to them from the change. He 
also pointed out that the proportion of tramps was relatively larger than 
in other Unions, and might be expected to diminish if Donaghmore 
Workhouse were closed. 

Mr. Hamilton Stubber, viewing the economical effect of the change 
as its important feature, appeared to think the estimate of it framed by 
the Guardians might not be strictly accurate, and expressed a desire to 
have the point further investigated. He concurred in thinking the 
change would entail no hardship on the poor, but advocated annexing 
the two divisions of Kyle and Errill to Urlingford, and bringing all 
parts of the Union within six miles of a Workhouse. 

Mr. Baird, Clerk of the Union, next gave evidence, and handed in 
his calculations of the probable saving to be effected by the dissolution 
of the Union, which I annex. 

Mr. H. White, a resident landowner and Guardian, spoke in favour 
of the contemplated change. 

Mr. James Gray, late Clerk of the Boscrea Union, who attended at 
my request in reference to the views of the Boscrea Board, referred to 
a minute of the Guardians, which, he thought, would fairly represent the 
views of the whole body, giving a qualified assent to the plan, but 
opposing the annexation of more than three divisions adjoining the 
Union. This witness read documents tending to show that a majority 
of the Boscrea Guardians, in 1850, were favourable to the original 
creation of the Donaghmore Union. He explained the general results 
of the adjustment of accounts between Boscrea and Donaghmore at the 
period of their separation, and referred to large extensions since made 
to the Workhouse of the former Union. 

Mr. James Finnegan, Clerk of Abbeyleix Union, pointed out that a 
Committee of the Board had been named to attend the Inquiry, and 
Captain Despard accordingly stated the general concurrence of the 
Abbeyleix Board with the proposed change, and showed there was room 
enough in the Workhouse for as many as were likely to require admis- 
sion from Donaghmore. The Clerk corroborated this, and entered into 
particulars of the vacant accommodation. 

Mr. J. Tuck, Workhouse Master of the Donaghmore house, was 
examined chiefly in reference to the number of tramps admitted and 
their treatment, and Mr. B. Larks, the Believing Officer, replied to 
questions as to the distance to be travelled by paupers going to Boscrea 
from the most remote parts of the Union. 

Such being the nature of the evidence given at the Inquiry by the 
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persons promoting tlie dissolution of tire Union, and by tliose whose 
familiarity -with the subject gave value to their testimony, I proceed 
to review the. whole question as affected by their statements and 
opinions, and by such additional considerations as appear to bear on the 
subject. 

The order declaring the Donaghmore Union bears date the 7th June, 
1850, and the Workhouse was opened for occupation in September, 
1853. The Union was framed in accordance with a recommendation iu 
the tenth report of the Poor Law Boundary (Ireland) Commission, 
where certain townlands taken (with one unimportant exception) from 
the Unions of Eoscrea and Abbeyleix, were grouped into thirteen 
electoral divisions to form the Union of Donaghmore. Of these eleven 
were from Eoscrea (including a small portion of Mountmelick), and two 
from Abbeyleix. No special reasons are given by the Boundary Com- 
missioners for the formation of this Union, but in their final report the 
following appears as one of their guiding principles : — “ It was our wish 
that no part of the country should be more than seven or eight miles 
from its Poorliouse,” and it seems probable that this, with considerations 
affecting the ownership of property, influenced their recommendation. 
Similar grounds may be assumed to have weighed with them in recom- 
mending that a new Union should be formed, to be called Mountrath, 
made up of electoral divisions from Mountmelick and Abbeyleix, and 
one from Eoscrea, but this was rejected by the Poor Law Commissioners, 
who, iu the third annual report, 1850, observe that "in the formation 
of new Unions we have not thought it necessary to carry into effect the 
entire number recommended in the first instance by the Boundary Com- 
mission, and we have especially refrained from forming such new Unions 
in districts where it appeared to us there was a preponderance of opinion 
against the proposition on the part of those who would be locally affected 
by the change, unless where the necessity for new Union centres appeared 
to us, in a territorial point of view, to be placed beyond doubt.” 

This sentence probably furnishes the key to the question regarding 
Donaghmore, as it seems to be well known in the neighbourhood that 
the preponderance of local opinion on the part of those territorially 
affected by the change lay strongly in favour of its separate establish- 
ment. The current of opinion seems, however, now to set the other- 
way, and the Union of Donaghmore is viewed as an expensive institution, 
attended with no special territorial .advantages, and not required for 
the due administration of relief, with comfort to the poor, or proper 
consideration for their convenience. 

The proposition is to re-annex eight of the Electoral Divisions to 
Eoscrea and five to Abbeyleix, including three originally taken from 
Eoscrea. A suggestion was thrown out during the inquiry that two of the 
divisions lying furthest from Eoscrea should be annexed to Urlingford, 
to which they are contiguous, but it was not pressed or. supported on 
any ground of adequate strength, and in view of the opinions expressed 
in your instructions against adding any part of Donaghmoi-e to unions 
other than Eoscrea or Abbeyleix, I have excluded it from consideration. 

The question must, I think be considered from two points of view, 
first as regards its effects upon the interests of the destitute poor and 
the local administration of relief, and secondly with reference to its 


economic results. 

The accommodation in each of the three workhouses is given in a 
Parliamentary paper issued in 1880 as follows: —

It is therefore plain that no difficulty can possibly occur in providing 
for the inmates of Donaghmore in the Union Workhouses where it is 
proposed to place them. 

At present no part of the Union is more than about six or seven 
miles from the Workhouse, whereas if the amalgamation be carried out 
there will be portions eleven or twelve miles distant from Roscrea and 
the same from Abbeyleix. This would naturally entail a certain amount 
of inconvenience to the healthy poor who travel the distance on foot, 
but would not appreciably affect the sick, for whose removal to hospital 
vehicles are provided in both Unions. Moreover, it is shown on the 
annexed return of the number of persons admitted to the Workhouse 
during the last five years, distinguishing the healthy and the sick, that 
those charged to the Union at large constitute the vast majority, and as 
they may be assumed to be in great measure tramps, the question of 
distance of remote parts of the Union does not apply. In the Electoral 
Divisions of Errill and Kyle, which lie furthest from Roscrea Work- 
house, the numbers admitted during the last five years have never 
exceeded nine in the course of a year, and last year there were only two, 
while only one person was admitted in sickness during the whole 
period. 

From Rathdowney, which is the furthest point from Abbeyleix, the 
numbers admitted were more considerable ; but in none of these cases 
would the inconvenience arising from distance be of a magnitude 
sufficient to influence the question. As regards the treatment of fever 
and other contagious diseases, it may be proper to state that for some 
years after the famine an hospital for such cases was established at 
Rathdowney, owing to the distance and limited accommodation at 
Roscrea ; but it was thought unnecessary to go on with it, and it was 
closed by the Guardians before the separation of Donaghmore was carried 
into effect. There was then no Union Fever Hospital in Roscrea, but 
one has since been erected which would afford room for patients even 
from the enlarged area, and as the number has for many years been 
small, the original system of sending them to Roscrea would seem 
unobj ectionable. 

The change of centre from Donaghmore to Roscrea and Abbeyleix 
would not in the opinion of those concerned act unfavourably on the 
attendance of Guardians, and proximity to the Workhouse of consider- 
able towns would operate rather to improve the facilities of manage- 
ment. 

Regarding the question from this point of view, therefore, it would 
seem that neither the interest of thq poor nor of the administration 
would seriously suffer by the change, and the financial aspect of the 
question is that by which the proposal must be judged. 

In the statements of the Guardians at the Inquiry the saving to the 
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Union is roughly estimated at £600, and in the more carefully pre- 
pared return put in by the Clerk at £542. 

In their calculations, however, no account was taken of the necessary 
superannuation of Union officers upon abolition of office, under the Act 
of last Session, “ Union Officers’ (Ireland) Act, 1885.” It appeared 
desirable to have these accounts more fully taken, and to ascertain the 
probable effect of the proposed changes upon the three Unions concerned, 
and returns have accordingly been prepared in the office by your direc- 
tions and are appended to this Report. 

In these papers the subject is fully treated and explained. The net 
savin" to the Electoral Divisions of the Donaghmore Union, amounting 
to £285, falls considerably short of the estimate prepared by the Clerk, 
and the probable poundages of the expenses saved to the three Unions 
by their amalgamation are —

A further feature in the financial aspect of the question relates to the 
adjustment of liabilities as between the several Electoral Divisions 
required by statute to be made on the dissolution or alteration in the 
limits of Unions. The principle on which these adjustments should 
be conducted was laid down in the year 1850, and will be found in the 
3rd Report of the Poor Law Commissioners, p. 36, and the resulting 
balances affecting the Townlands constituting the Donaghmore Union 
appear to have been made known in 18o2. The result of the opera- 
tions, so far as the Roscrea Union is concerned, is given in the 
Evidence of the late Clerk of Roscrea (see Notes of Inquiry, qq. 91 to 
100), and accounts of a similar nature were taken in the case of Abbey- 
leix.’ It cannot be determined to what extent the calculations required 
for the purposes of a present adjustment will affect the Unions concerned, 
for until the dissolution is resolved on, it would be obviously premature 
to vo into the accounts. But it can scarcely be doubted that it would 
show a balance, more or less, against the Electoral Divisions comprising 
the Donaghmore Union. 

A corresponding credit would, however, accrue on account of the value 
of the present property possessed by the Board of Guardians, and which 
would presumably be disposed of by sale. There is also the question 
of the workhouse itself, about which I am not in a position to form an 
opinion. It was built by a loan from the Treasury, a portion of which 
was, I believe, repaid in the form of consolidated annuities imposed by 
statute in 1850, but soon after remitted. The estate is in all probability 
vested in your Board, but some claim on the building may exist with the 
Guardians, to the extent of the instalment paid by them of the loan for 
its erection. 

I have now gone through all the points that occur to me in reference 
to the question forming the subject of my Inquiry, and have brought as 
much evidence to bear on them as appears necessary to a full acquaintance 
with the subject. If, upon a reconsideration of the matter under the 
light of this information, the Board of Guardians of Donaghmore Union 
remain of opinion that an amalgamation would be for their advantage, 
I see no public grounds on which it would be necessary to oppose their 
wishes.

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No. 6 (II.) — Report of Mr. W. L, Micks, Inspector. 

Abbeyleix, 27th July, 1886. 

Gentlemen, — In accordance with the instructions received in your 
letters of the 1st and 17th instant, I held an Inquiry to-day at the Board- 
room of the Donaghmore Union Workhouse, with reference to the 
proposals to add the Electoral Divisions of Kyle, Errill and Rathdowney 
to Urlingford Union, in the event of the dissolution of the Donaghmore 
Union. 

I return Mr. Richard Bourke’s report of the 27th February, 1886, 
and the file of papers accompanying it, including the minutes of evidence 
taken at the Inquiry with reference to the proposed amalgamation of 
Donaghmore Union with the adjoining Unions of Roscrea and Abbeyleix. 
As regards the general question of amalgamation, I shall only observe 
that the Guardians of the Donaghmore Union, at the time when they 
estimated that the ratepayers would gain by the dissolution of the Union, 
were not aware that all their officials, including Medical Officers, would 
cease to hold office and become eligible for superannuation allowances 
upon the dissolution of the Union. I informed the Guardians to this 
effect, and stated that the subject of declaring pensions should be 
considered by them during the month of September, if an Order dissolv- 
ing the Union is to take effect from the 29th of that month. 

I should also observe that under the Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883- 
1886, proceedings have been taken by the Guardians of the Unions of 
Donaghmore, Abbeyleix, Urlingford, and Roscrea, In all these Unions, 
except Roscrea, the Electoral Division has been fixed as the area of 
charge as far as I am aware. In Roscrea, one, two, or three townlands 
have, I understand, been fixed as the area of charge. I mention the 
matter as one that may require some adjustment of accounts. 

Attendance at Inquiry on 27 th July, 1886. 

A number of the Urlingford Guardians and the Clerk of the Union 
attended and gave evidence in support of the transfer of the Electoral 
Divisions of Kyle, Errill, and Rathdowney to the Urlingford Union ; and 
the Clerk of the Roscrea Union attended and produced resolutions of 
that Board expressive of the objection of the Guardians to the addition 
of any of the Divisions of Donaghmore Union to the Roscrea Union. 
A member of the Abbeyleix Board with the Clerk of the Union spoke 
in favour of the addition of Rathdowney Electoral Division to the 
Abbeyleix Union. The Guardians of the Divisions of Kyle, Errill, and 
Rathdowney, and many ratepayers resident in these Divisions, spoke 
very strongly against adding all or any of the Divisions to the Urling- 
ford Union. Mr. Mulhallum Marum, m.p. ; Mr. L. Kelly, Poor Law 
Guardian, Donaghmore ; Mr. Menton, Poor Law Guardian, Roscrea, 
and the Relieving Officer of the Donaghmore Union, also made state- 
ments which will be found at length in the accompanying transcript of 
the shorthand writer’s notes. 

Considerations in favour of adding all or any of the Electoral Divisions 
of Kyle, Errill, and Rathdowney to Urlingford Union. 

As far as I can gather the following are the chief arguments in support 
of the application of the Urlingford Guardians : — 

1 . The central point of the Division of Kyle is, according to different 
witnesses, five or seven miles (Irish) from Urlingford, whereas it is either 
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nine or ten miles from Boscrea. It is urged that in the case of the re- 
moval of sick and infirm Jpeople to the Workhouse the difference in the 
distance is material. 

(2.) The town of Bathdowney is nine or ten miles from Abbeyleix, 
and about seven or eight from Urlingford. 

(3.) The TJrlingford Guardians wish that the area and valuation of 
their Union should be increased, and there is ample room for more in- 
mates in the Workhouse. 

(4.) A large majority of the Boscrea Guardians are strongly opposed 
to the addition of any of the Donaghmore Divisions to the Boscrea 
Union. 

(5.) The Abbeyleix Board recently, without notice, passed a resolution 
by a majority of nine to six in support of the addition of Bathdowney 
to Urlingford. 

(6.) In addition, it is to be borne in mind that the Urlingford Guar- 
dians unanimously wish that the three Electoral Divisions in question 
should be added to their Union. 

Considerations against adding all or any of the Electoral Divisions of Kyle , 
Errill, and Bathdowney to Urlingford Union , 

(1.) The Guardians and ratepayers of the three Electoral Divisions 
are very strongly opposed to a union with Urlingford ; as they consider 
that their rates in Boscrea and Abbeyleix respectively, would be lower 
than in Urlingford. 

(2.) The Abbeyleix Board unanimously approved of the partition on 
the basis that Bathdowney should be added to Abbeyleix. 

(3.) There is far more communication between Bathdowney and 
Abbeyleix than between Bathdowney and Urlingford, so that there are 
greater facilities for removing healthy persons to Abbeyleix Workhouse 
and for friends’ visits to inmates. 

(4.) Similarly, Boscrea possesses an advantage over Urlingford, as 
the people of Kyle and Errill attend the Boscrea markets. 

(5.) The central point of Errill is about equidistant from Boscrea and 
Urlingford, but the village of Errill, the most populous part of the 
Division, is nearer to Boscrea. 

Observations respecting Kyle Electoral Division. 

It appears to me that on the grounds of convenience to the sick and 
infirm it would be better to transfer Kyle to Urlingford than to Boscrea, 
though I should at the same time add that an additional distance of five 
miles is not a very serious matter in conveying a sick person in an 
ambulance van. It appeared in the evidence given before Mr. Richard 
Bourke, that during the last five years, only one sick person from Kyle 
Electoral Division was treated in the Donaghmore Workhouse hospital. 

Errill Electoral Division. 

The central point of this Division is about equidistant from Boscrea 
and Urlingford, but the populous portion is considerably nearer Boscrea, 
to which Union I am of opinion that it ought to be added. 

Bathdowney Electoral Division. 

It is only two miles more from Bathdowney town to Abbeyleix than 
to Urlingford, and in this Division the majority of persons requiring 
relief under the Poor Laws or the Medical Charities Act are resident in 
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the town of Rathdowney. The distance between Rathdowney and 
Urlingford is about eight miles, and between Rathdowney and Abbeyleix 
about ten miles. The difference is so small and there is so much better 
communication between Rathdowney and Abbeyleix that I do not see any 
grounds for recommending that Rathdowney should be added to 
Urlingford. 

lie-arrangement of Dispensary Districts. 

Tn Roscrea Union there are four Dispensary Districts, one of which 
(Roscrea, No. 2) comprises only two small Electoral Divisions — JEttagh 
and Aghancon. As none of the Roscrea Guardians were deputed to attend 
at the Inquiry, I was unable to ascertain what their views might be as 
regards the re-arrangement of Dispensary Districts. From looking at 
the map merely, it seems to me that Ettagh and Aghancon might be given 
to Roscrea, No. 1 District, in lieu of Kyle (Roscrea Union) and Timoney, 
and that these two Electoral Divisions, with the seven Divisions to be 
taken from Donaghmore and added to Roscrea, might be formed into a 
Dispensary District. Roscrea, No. 2 District, would thus disappear, 
and there would be as at present four Dispensary Districts in the Roscrea 
Union, but a substantial increase in salary would be necessary in one 
District. 

Urlingford could easily, in my opinion, have the duties under the 
Medical Charities Act, in Kyle Electoral Division, performed without 
changing any district except Johnstown, where some addition to the 
salary of the Medical Officer would, I presume, be made. 

The remaining Electoral Divisions of the Donaghmore Union would 
form a separate Dispensary District, I presume, in the Abbeyleix Union, 
Ballybrophy, Kilcoke, and Kildellig being substituted for Rathsaran, 
Errill, and Kyle.

Dissolution of the Board of Guardians of New Ross Union, 
No. 7 — Letter to Guardians. 

Local Government Board, Dubliu, 

Sir, 14th December, 1886. 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to 
acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 11th instant, forwarding 
copies of resolutions adopted by the Board of Guardians of New Ross 
Union at their meeting on that day, in which the Guardians ordered 
the Workhouse Rules to be relaxed in certain particulars in favour of 
pauper inmates of the Workhouse termed evicted families, and the Board 
deem it necessary now to review the action of the Guardians in this 
matter. 

On the 29 th of October, the Board addressed a letter to the Guardians 
communicating the substance of a Report which they had received lrom 
their Inspector, Mr. E. Bourke, relating to irregularities permitted in 
the Workhouse in the treatment of persons of the class above referred 
to, and on the 19 th of November the Board again addressed the 
Guardians on the subject, pointing out that the grounds on which the 
Guardians admitted that they had directed the officers to allow relaxa- 
tion of the rules in regard to these persons afforded no justification 
whatever for their illegal action in the matter. In the same letter the

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Board stated that they would not permit their regulations to be violated 
with impunity, and that if the Guardians were to persist in doing so, 
the Board would deem it necessary to place the management of the 
affairs of the Union in other hands. 

On the 20th of November the Guardians had before them a report 
from the "Workhouse Master representing that the "Workhouse Rules 
were still infringed, and on the 26th of that month the Board again 
wrote to the Guardians, pointing out the illegality of the proceedings 
reported by the Master, and the Board then stated that they were 
determined that the Workhouse Rules should be maintained in the 
New Ross Union, and called upon the Guardians at their next meeting 
to give a distinct order to the Workhouse Master to put a stop to the 
irregular and illegal proceedings mentioned in his report, and to cause 
the persons referred to therein to conform to the Workhouse Regula- 
tions in every respect, and the Board stated at the same time that they 
wished the Guardians clearly to understand that if they did not adopt 
this course of action they should be prepared to be superseded by Yice- 
Guardians. 

The Guardians have now, notwithstanding these repeated warnings, 
given a distinct order to the Workhouse Master to permit some of the 
Workhouse Rules to be infringed, and they have also passed a resolution 
in which they defy the Local Government Board, and evince their 
determination not to obey the General Order regulating the manage- 
ment of Workhouses in Ireland. 

The Board, under these circumstances, feel it necessary to take decided 
steps to maintain the law and enforce obedience to their Orders, and 
the Board have, in the exercise of the powers vested in them by the 
1 8th section of the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act, made an Order 
dissolving the Board of Guardians, and they will appoint paid officers 
to carry into execution the provisions of the Poor Relief Acts in the 
New Ross Union.

Industrial Training of Children in Workhouse Schools. 
No. 8. — Instructional Letter to General Inspectors. 

Local Government Board, 

Dublin, 7th December, 1886. 

Sir, — I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to 
inform you that they have recently had before them a return, taken 
from the Inspectors’ half yearly Reports, showing the number of boys 
and girls attending the workhouse schools in Ireland, and the number 
of such children who receive industrial instruction. 

From this return it appears that out of 2,879 boys 1,582 arc employed 
out of school hours on the workhouse lands, and only 483 in learning 
trades, while of 2,363 girls 1,879 are taught sewing and knitting, and 
only 104 employed in laundry or other work which might fit them for 
domestic service. Although some of the children on the rolls of the 
schools are, no doubt, very young and not of an age to do much work, 
the Board think that something more might be effected to further and 
improve their industrial training. 

The Board request that you will take every opportunity of urging 
upon Boards of Guardians the importance of this subject, and that you 
will give your careful attention to the instructions relating to the in- 
spection of schools which were communicated to Inspectors in the letter 
adressed to them on the 25th of August, 1879, and also to the views 
expressed by the late Poor Law Commissioners in their Circular, dated 
the 25tli of November, 1842, which was annexed to the letter above 
referred to. 

The Board request that in furnishing your half yearly reports in 
future on any Union where you have reason to be dissatisfied with the 
system of industrial training in force in the workhouse, you will report 
full particulars as to the ages of the boys and girls who are not duly 
employed in the manner suggested in the above mentioned circular, and 
state any reasons which may be assigned for the omission on the part of 
the Guardians and Union Officers to impart the instruction so necessary 
to fit them for earning their livelihood hereafter.

Whereas, hy a General Order dated the Twenty-fifth day of June, 1885,

No. 6. — Contagious Diseases (Animals) Acts. — Transfer of 
certain powers from the Lord Lieutenant and Privy 
Council to the Local Government Board. 

By the Local Government Board for Ireland. 

Whereas by “The Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act, 1878,” it is 
amongst other things enacted that the Lord Lieutenant and Privy 
Council may from time to time make such general or special Orders as 
they think fit, subject and according to the provisions of that Act, 
relative to dairies, cow-sheds, and milk-shops. 

And Whereas the powers so vested in the Lord Lieutenant and 
Privy Council of making general or special Orders for the purposes 
aforesaid, have, by “The Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act, 1886,” 
been transferred to and declared to be henceforth exercisable by the 
Local Government Board for Ireland. 

Now therefore, We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, by 
virtue and in exercise of the powers vested in us under the said last- 
mentioned Act, and of every other power enabling Us in this behalf, do 
order, and it is hereby ordered as follows : 

1. A Local Authority may, from time to time, make regulations 

for the registration with the Local Authority of all persons

(1.) To allow any person suffering from a dangerous infectious dis-

Registration of Dairymen and others. 

12. — (1.) Every Local Authority shall keep a register of persons from 
time to time carrying on in the district of the Local Authority the trade 
of cow-keepers, dairymen, or purveyors of milk, and shall from time to 
time revise and correct the register. 

(2.) The Local Authority shall from time to time give public notice 
by advertisement in anewspapercirculating in their district, and, if they

think fit, by placards, hand bills, or otherwise, o£ registration being re- 
quired, and o£ the mode of registration.
